SCHOOL KEPOKT. 


Divis1on NO 1. Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Nellie 
A. Smith. This school was not as successful as we could have de- 
sired. A little more energy on the part of the teacher was needed. 

Fall term of sixteen weeks, taught by Stella M. Baker, an expe- 
rienced teacher. The examination at the close of the term showed 
that her work had been faithfully performed. 

Division No. 2.. Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Jen- 
nie M. Weeks. Miss Weeks is a faithful teacber and soon wins the 
esteem of her pupils. 

Fall term, fifteen weeks, taught by Flora B. Baker. Miss Baker 
came well recommended, and it is but justice to her to say that she 
sustained it. 

Divis1on No. 3. Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Let- 
tie A. Vaughan. ‘his was her first experience in teaching. Miss 
Vaughan is quiet and unobtrusive in her ways, but son gained the 
good will and love of her scholars and the respect and esteem of the 
parents. . 

Fall term, fifteen weeks. Nine weeks was taught by Miss 
Vaughan with the same good results as in the preyious term, but 
owing to ill health did not finish the term. Jennie M. Weeks taught 
the remainder of the term with good results. 

Division No. 4. Summer term of eight weeks, taught by Hen- 
rietta A. Grandy. There was not the interest manifested hy the 
teacher in this school taat we should have desired. 

Fall term, of fifteen weeks, taught by Sadie E. Willoughby. 
This teacher performed her part as teacher, but, for the lack of co-

operation on the part of seme of the p rents, this school was not as 
successful as it should have been. 

Division No.5. Summer Term of eight weeks, taught by By-.- 
ron H. Russell. This was his first attempt at teaching, but the schol- 
ars made good progress and the examination at the close was good 

Fall term, fifteen weeks, taught by Mary E. Rowe. This teach- 
er commenced in earnest at once. In this school, as in No. 4, we 
are sorry to say that there was not the co-operation on the part of 
some of the parents that the good of our common schools demands 


GENERAL REMARKS 


In reporting the schools we have tried to be as brief as possible. 
It is with pleasure that we can c ngratulate the people of our town 
on having several excellent terms of school. * We cannot expect ev- 
ery teacher to reach that point of excellence attained by some. — Ad- 
vantages of much previous experience, of natural adaptation to 
teaching, and the support of an appreciative district, are some of the 
reasons of our best schools But if some of these points are want- 
ing, if there is an honest and true endeavor made on the part of the 
teacher, we think it far better for every true citizen to render what 
aid and influence they can in favor of the school, than to look on 
with cold indifference, or perhaps open hostility. The. cordial sup- 
port of the district will often enable the teacher to triumph over 
every difficulty, while, on the other hand, the opposition of the dis- 
trict will often thwart her utmost end: avors. 

We believe that the work of our common schools should be such 
as we submitted in our last report—that such branches of study 
should be taught as are needed in the common business of life, and 
that the higher branches should not be taught in our common schools 
to the detriment of the poorer or smaller teachers. 

In performing the duties devolving on us as a School Board for 
the past year, we have had but one prevailing motive, to do what we 
could to stimulate a deeper interest in that important subject, the 
pursuit of knowledge, knowing that with enlargement of knowledge 
comes improvement of individual character. Upon the young rest 
the lasting principles of our country, and one of its noblest features, 
our common schools. . 

In closing, we would express our thanks for the generous sup- 
port we have received.
